Pettit) 
for William Bohan, of Mohill, Co. Leitrim, on 
whose behalf the application for the writ of 
habeas had been made. 
Mr. O'Byrne stated, in reply to the Lord 
Chief Justice, that Captain John Joseph Baxter, 
to whom the writ had been directed, had made 
an answer to'it. Counsel read the answer, In 
which Captain Baxter stated that he held the 
rank of tain in the national Army of Ire- 
land, and was the officer commanding the mili- 
tary barracks at Carrick-on-Shannon. He ac 
directly under the orders of Lieutenant-Com- 
mandant Harry McKeon, who commanded the 
South Leitrim Brigade. Since April last, up to 
uite recently, there was no police force in the 
sce Leitrim, and the military authorities 
were entrusted with the suppression of crime 
and the maintenance of law and order, William 
Bohan was arrested on a charge of having con- 
ired with other persons to murder Patrick 
cKenna, and he was detained because it was 
considered by the military authorities that the 
i life of McKenna would be in danger if he were 
eet at liberty. As no civil machinery had been 
set up in the County Leitrim for the trial of 
offences, Lieutenant-Commandant McKeon took 
Bohan out of bis (Captain Baxter's) custody on 
the 16th October, conveyed him to Dublin, and 
handed him over to the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police on the 17th. Bohan was brought before 
the magistrate, Mr. Cooper, K.C., on the 18th. 
He was ain, alo with five other mesa, 
brought before Mr. ua on the ?3rd inet., 
who remanded all of them until the 30th inst. 
Mr. Price said that his client was undoubtedly

Mr. Price replied that he did not see his 
way to take that course. He thought it would 
be very unfair that. they should be obliged to 
pay the costs after the great expense to which 
hey had been put in taking the habeas corpus 
proceedings. E, 

The Lord Chief Justice said that the Court 
could not go into any question of costs. That 
was a matter between the parties themselves. 
The Court itself must decide whether the re- 
turn to the conditional order for a writ of 
habeas corpus was primd facie sufficient under 
the circumstances, and once they came to the 
conclusion that it was there was an end to the 
case. 

Mr. Price insisted that Captain Baxter could 
not get rid of his obligation by handing the 
man over to hie superior officer in this manner. 
The Lord Chief Justice said that they must 
be presumed to know something about military 
law. Once they were satisfied that the return 
made was primd facie sufficient, there could be 
no question of any obligation on his part. 

Mr. Price said it was rather hard that they 
should be obliged to pay the costs of the re- 
turn under the circumstances. 

The Lord Chief Justice asked if he could cite 
any case where the party making a primd facie 
sufficient return was obliged to pay the costa. 
There was no such case in the books.

“Sursum corda.” A month ago few of 
them would have dared to predict so swilt 

and smooth a passage for the Constitution 
Bill as, in fact, it has enjoyed. Few had 
hoped to find among men of all parties 
in-a young and raw Parliament so much 
of the essence of statesmanship, so much 
restraint 
opposing views. All, we think, will con- 
gratulate themselves and the nation on 
the wisdom and skill with which Ministers 
—especially President Cosgrave and Mr. 
Kevin O’Higgins—have explained the Con. 
stitution to the people and have piloted it 
through Parliament. No section of the 
people has followed the debates more 
anxiously than the Southern Unionists, 
and we. believe that already their 
natural fears are, in a large measure, re- 
moved.. Their little band of representa- 
tives—which has served them admirably— 
has been treated with courtesy and re- 
spect. Concessions have been made to 
their special interests which are, perhaps, 
less important for what they actually con- 
cede than as proofs of the new spirit which 
will prevail in the new Ireland. 

The draft Constitution has passed 
through Parliament with some useful, 
but no drastic, amendments. The House 
refused its countenance to any attempt 
to challenge the vital conditions of the 
Treaty: they remain strictly unimpaired. 
Those articles which deal with internal 
administration are Ireland's own affair. 
Their merits can be tested only by ex- 
perience, and, in respect of these articles, 
the Constitution is not immutable. We 
have no doubt that time wil] suggest many } 
changes and developments ; but the claim 
which Mr. ‘O'Higgins made yesterday for 
the Constitution, as a whole, can be dis- 
puted by no sober student of government 
in any country. It gives Ireland an equal 
place with the great Dominion of Canada 
in the Coanmonwealih of British Nations. 
It embodies all the benefits of all the 
British Constitutions. It confers on this 
small island a virtual independence, which 
is fortified rather than diminished by the 
not unselfish interest that the sister 
nations will take in its security, It was 
not to be expected that minds still clouded 
by the heat of battle would grasp in a 
moment the full measure of the freedom 
that has been In a little while. 
howeger, all Irishmen will learn to appre- 
ciate the truth, and when that time comes 
the great era of national progress will 
begin. Later generations of our_-people 
will be unable to understand the folly that 
resisted the final act of settlement. . They 
will pereeive with clearer eyes than ours 
the workings. of the. Providence which 


won. 


The coming of the Free State will 
demand from Irishmen of all parties and- 
callings: a fresh outlook upon national 
affairs. As we hope and pray, it will bury 
old prejudices and hatreds.: It will involye 
large developments and readjustments in 
the country’s economic life. One such re- 
adjustment was discussed yesterday by 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, which 
now must exchange its external asrocia- 
tions for closer ties with kindred bodies at 
home. With the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion Ireland has crossed the threshold of 
freedom and turns her face to the future. 
That future will be what she makes it, and 
now thé last excuse for delay has disap- 
peared. To-day two gospels ought to be 
shouted from every house-top in Southern 
Treland—the gospe! of peace and the 
gospel of work. If the present resistance 


the Government must suppress it by force 
ef arms; but what benefit will further de- 
struction and bloodshed confer on the Re- 
publican interest or on any conceivable 
intérest in the twenty-six counties? If, 
even now, the leaders of revolt will accept 
the inevitable—if the rank and file of the 
insurgents wil] abandon a hopeless con- 
fiict—there will be no vindictiveness in the 
people's terms of peace. Every Irishman 
is needed to-day. as a worker for Ireland, 
and the only condition of service is that 
he shall obey his country’s laws. The 
foundations of the house of freedom have 
been laid at last. The house itself cannot 
be built without the labour and’ sacrifice 
of a united Ireland. 


The German Mark. 


The decision of the Reparations Com- 
mission to visit Berlin, and to discuss 
with the German Government the measures 
which ought to be ta for the stabilisa- 
tion of the mark, will be welcomed in 
all quarters. The Commission's object 
is two-fold—first, to make Germany's, 
Budget balance and, secondly, to stabilise 
the mark. These two highly laudable 
purposes are really one, because, as soon 
as the German Budgef balances, the 
further issue of paper money will become 
unnecessary and the mark will become 
automatically stabilised. It is true that 
the amount of paper already poured from 
the Site printing presses may be so great 
that the point at which the mark is 
stabilised will be extremely low as com- 
pared with the nominal rate of exchange, 
There will be no necessity, however—pro- 
vided that subsequent Budgets also 
balance—for any further inflation of the 
German paper currency, This reform will 
not mean that thereafter the number of 


dollar will not again fluctuate ; but it will 
‘mean that Germany will not become less 
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buy a cigar 
for one twelve-hundredth part of his 


' weekly wage when the English workman

to run the State railways at a loss in 
order that the German workman may

The mark has 
fallen because the German Socialist Govern- 
ment is running the State deliberately ata 
loss. It is creating paper money, not topay 
the Allies, but to pay to its workers and 
internal creditors the money which it 
ought to be raising by taxation. 


s French Wine. 


The gradual paralysis which has over- 
taken the French wine trade is one of the 
minor tragedies of the war. In the old 
and piping days of peace the. wines of 
France sparkled in the glasses of every 
nation. Turkish Pashas and Belfast 
linen merchants vied with one another 
fin the singing of their praises, while the 
vineyard-owners of the great Republic 
flourished and grew rich. Now the cult 
of the vine has fallen upon evil times. 
Eighty per cent. of the customers who used 
to buy French wine before the war 
have been lost to the trade. Many 
reasons have combined to produce this 
sad result. The United States have 
“gone dry.” South America has ‘ceased 
to import. wine from Europe—or, at 
any rate, from France; while, of 
course, neither Russia nor Germany is in 
& position to buy anything at all. The 
French wine trade, therefore, has been 
forced to depend almost entirely on the 
home market and on its exports to the 
British Isles. Heavy taxation, both in 
France and in Britain, has reduced. con- 
sumption to a minimum. Even in Paris 
nowadays a glass of wine is a luxury. 
There is a market of sorts for the cheaper 
qualities; but the better varietiés, and, 
more particularly, the sparkling wines, 
are beyond the reach of the great majority 
of ordinary folk. The French vine cul- 
tivators are in despair. Costs have in- 
creased within the past few years from 
1,500 to 9,800 francs per hectars. Prices, 
apparently, cannot be reduced any further, 
and the trade is beginning to fear that its 
precious product soon will become a glut on 
the market. It is suggested that an effort 
should be made to capture the markets of 
China and Japan; but Peking has not 
yet been educated up to the insidious 
sweetness of the Gallic grape, and the day: 
is far distant when Japanese lovers will 
plight their troth in a glass of Beaune. 


A Work of Mercy. 


We print elsewhere the report of a 
meeting which was held in Dublin yesiter- 
day in connection with the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade. This splendid institu- 
tion is in need of funds, and those who 
have been largely responsibie for the 
success of its work in the city are appeal- 
ing for help to the public. We feel sure 
that this appeal will command the active 
sympathy of all creeds and classes in the 
community. During the recent fighting in 


‘Dublin's streets the public had an oppor- 


tunity of watching the activities of the 
Brigade at close quarters. It has no 
prejudices of any kind; it has no politics. 
It exists for the sole purpose of alleviating 
distress, and it brings the best medical 
aid to the doorsteps of Dublin’s poorest 
citizens, All the workers of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade are purely voluntary. 
When the call comes they expose them- 
selves to the deadliest rigks without hope 
or desire of reward. The organisers of 
the Brigade are anxious to extend its scope 
and to increase its utility, but equip- 
ment costs money and must be provided. 
Protestant and Roman Catholic, Unionist 
and Sinn Friner, Free Stater and Re- 
publican—all can meet on the common 


platform of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade, and all ought to give it their 
hearty support. Sir John Lumsden 


announced yesterday that flag days would 
be arranged in the near future. We hope 
that every Dublin citizen will seize this 
chance of expressing in practical form the 
deep sense of gratitude to the 
Brigade.

But his vision 
is not so much keener as under stronger control. 
He has grasped the fact that the beauty of 
the world lies not in individual objects, but 
in theif relation to one another ih a single 
moment of sight. 

The period that follows.is one of increagsin 
concentration of vision and broadening o 
methods. He no longer paints things, but the 
images of things, more or less definite as they 
are more or less within the centre of the 
eye's attention. Streaks or blots of paint take 
the place of the definite and conscious drawing 
of individual forms. The mind withdraws, 
and leaves the eye alone to its task of directing 
the hand.

‘LONDON LETTER. 
THE NEW. MINISTERS. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Wepnespay NicHt. 

The Prince of Wales is evidently receiv- 
ing a training at the hands of his father 
in sr my oh ; for, with the Duke of Con- 
naught, was present at the important 
ceremonies at Buckingham Palace this 
morning marking the change of Ministries. 
ioe was very little interest on the part 

of the public, and, since most of the out- 
going and incoming Ministers arrived in 
closed cars, .ittle could be seen of them. 
The King received all the outgoing 
Ministers separately and thanked them 
for their services to the State. He then 
received Mr, Bonar Law and his Ministers, 
and held a Council to enable the new 
Privy Councillors to be sworn. The King 
during the afternoon left for Sandring- 
ham, where he will hold a Dissolution 
Council to-morrow. 

The names in the first Cabinet whici 
Mr. Bonar Law published this morning 
tend to inspire confidence that “safety 
first’’ will be the motto of the new 
Government. The composition will im- 
press members of the House of Commons 
more than the general public; for it in- 
cludes many men who have proved them- 
selves to be sound men of business 
capacity, and have made good in the 
po which they have occupied. Mr. Bonar 
aw seems to have taken immense pain< 
in the formation of his Cabinet, and many 
of the offices are given to men expecte! 
generally to occupy others. This, how- 
ever, was due probably to circumstances. 

The Duke of Devonshire, with his wide 
knowledge of Colonial life, is regarded as 
being a very happy choice for the Colonia! 
Office, particularly as he will be the 
Minister concerned with Irish matters. 
The Duke has never been identified with 
the Irish question, and, therefore, will 
bring to it a freshness of outlook that mav 
be a good thing in these troubled time: 
He knows Ireland, and can be trusted ‘o 
feel sympathetically towards it. A great 
Sm 9 and sportsman, the Duke cf 

evonshire may be trusted to fill his new 
position with tact and discrimination. 


THE SPEAKER. 

It is presumed that the present Speaker 
will be re-elected Speaker for the new 
House of Commons whether a (on- 
servative or Liberal Party is returned. 
Mr. Whitley has now gained the con- 
fidence of the House, where his de 
cisions are respected, and it is quite un- 
likely that a change will be desired. Mr. 
Whitley, however, will be faced with one 
great difficulty when the members take 
their seats. The Front Opposition Bench 
will be too small to seat all the leaders 
of the Opposition entitled to take their 
places thereon, should the Conservatives 
be returned to power. Mr. Asquith will 
have as companions Mr. Lloyd George, 
Mr. Churchill, Sir Donald Maclean and 
Lord Robert Cecil, while further there will 


be Mr. Clynes, Mr. Thomas and Mr. 
Henderson and a number of others. 
Probably Mr. Chamberlain, Sir Robert 


Horne and other Unionist members who 
have remained aloof from Mr. Bonar Law, 
will occupy seats behind the Government 
benches. It is most unlikely that they 
will take places among the Opposition. 

There is, of course, one obvious weak- 
ness in the Cabinet from a Parliamentary 
point of view. Most of its best speakers 
are in the House of Lords, and there is 
rather a dearth of debating ability in the 
Lower House, where the tighting has : 
be done. It looks: as if at first the bulk 
of the work of -presenting the Govern 
ment s case would fall upon the Prim 
Minister himself. He will, doubtless, :e 
ceive much assistance from Mr. Baldw: 
but, when we bear in mind the wealth oí 
Mr. Amery and Sir Philip Lloyd Graeme ; 
speakers on the Front Opposition Pench, 
where Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. Chuychill, 
and Sir Alfred Mond will now sit, it is 
desirable that in appointing his unde 
secretaries he should have regard not gn), 
to their administrative ability, but to 
their powers of speech. 

It is true that Mr. Lloyd George, if he 
sticks to his declared intentions, means io 
adopt a policy of benevolent criticism, and 
will avoid anything like iactious opp:s.- 
tion. Unfortunately, we know by experi 
ence the difficulty that statesmen ot his 
temperament often find in maintaining 
this negative attitude. Already the ex- 
Premier has described his extrusion from 
office as a “crime,” and has used rathe: 
bitter language about some of those who 
brought it about. I am afraid that wher 
he sees them facing him an the Treasu:

Before the end of the present year, there- 
fore, the Free State wilt-have been estab- 
lished. To-day, surely, in spite of all the 
country’s losses and disorders, Irishmen of 
good-will may greet one another with a 
“Sursum corda.” A month ago few of 
them would have dared to predict so swilt 
and smooth a passage for the Constitution 
Bill as, in fact, it has enjoyed. Few had 
hoped to find among men of all parties 
in a young and raw Parliament so much 
of the essence of statesmanship, so much 


opposing views. All, we think, will con- 
gratulate themselves and the nation on 
the wisdom and skill with which Ministers 
—especially President Cosgrave and Mr. 
Kevin O’Higgins—have explained the Con. 
stitution to the people and have piloted it 
through Parliament. No section of the 
people has followed the debates more 
anxiously than the Southern Unionists, 
and we. believe that already their 
natural fears are, in a large measure, re- 
moved. Their little band of representa- 
tives—which has served them admirably— 
has been treated with courtesy and re- 
spect. Concessions have been made to 
their special interests which are, perhaps, 
less important for what they actually con- 
cede than as proofs of the new spirit which 
will prevail in the new Ireland. 

The draft Constitution. has passed 
through Parliament with some useful, 
but no dragtic, amendments. The House 
refused its countenance to any attempt 
to challenge the vital conditions of the 
Treaty: they remain strictly unimpaired. 
Those articles which deal with internal 
administration are Ireland's own affair. 
Their merits can be tested only by ex- 
perience, and, in respect of these articles, 
the Constitution is not immutable. We 
have no doubt that time will suggest many 
changes and developments ; but the claim 
which Mr. O'Higgins made yesterday for 
the Constitution, as a whole, can be dis- 
puted by no sober student of government? 
in any country. It gives Ireland an equal 
place with the great Dominion of Canada 
in the Commonwealth of British Nations. 
It embodies all the benefits of all the 
British Constitutions. It confers on this 
small island a virtual independence, which 
is fortified rather than diminished by the 
not unselfish interest that the sister 
nations will take in its security, It was 
not to be expected that minds still clouded 
by the heat of battle would grasp in a 
moment the full measure of the freedom 
that has been won. In a little while. 
howeger, all Irishmen will learn to appre- 
ciate the truth, and when that time comes 
the great era of national progress will 
begin. Later generations of our .people 
will be unable to understand the folly that 
resisted the final act of settlement. . They 
will pereeive with clearer eyes than ours 
the workings. of the. Providence which 


The coming of “the Free State will 
demand from Irishmen of all parties and 
callings: -a fresh outlook upon national 
affairs. As we hope and pray, it will bury 
old prejudices and hatreds. It will involye 
large developments and readjustments in 
the country’s economic life. One such re- 
adjustment was discussed yesterday by 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, which 
now must exchange its external as¢cocia- 


home. With the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion Ireland has crossed the threshold of 
freedom and turns her face to the future. 
That future will be what she makes it, and 
now thé last excuse for delay has disap- 
peared. To-day two gospels ought to be 
shouted from every house-top in Southern 
Ireland—the gospel of peace and the 
gospel of work. If the present resistance 
to the will of the people is maintained, 
the Government must suppress. it by force 
of arms; but what benefit will further de- 
struction and bloodshed confer on the Re- 
publican interest or on any conceivable 
intérest in the twenty-six counties? If, 
even now, the leaders of revolt will accept 
the inevitable—ii the rank and file of the 
insurgents will abandon a hopeless con- 
flict—there will be no vindictiveness in the 
people's terms of peace. Every Irishman 
is needed to-day. as a worker for Ireland, 
and the only condition of service is that 
he shall obey his country’s laws. The 
foundations of the house of freedom have 
been laid at last. The house itself cannot 
be built without the labour and’ sacrifice 
of a united Ireland. 


The German Mark. 


The decision of the Reparations Com- 
mission to visit Berlin, and to discuss 
with the German Government the measures 
which ought to be ta for the stabilisa- 


tion of the mark, will be welcomed in 
all quarters. The Commission's object 
is two-fold—-first, to make Germany's, 


Budget balance and, secondly, to stabilise 
the mark. These two highly laudable 
purposes are really one, because, as soon 
as the German Budget balances, the 
further issue of paper money will become 
unnecessary and the mark will become 
automatically stabilised. It is true that 
the amount of paper already poured from 
the Spite printing presses may be so great 
that the point at which the mark is 
stabilised will be extremely low as com- 
pared with the nominal rate of exchange, 
There will be no necessity, however—pro- 
vided that subsequent Budgets also 
balance—for any further inflation of the 
German paper curreney. This reform will

It is creating paper money, not topay 
the Allies, but to pay to its workers and 
internal creditors the money which it 
ought to be raising by taxation. 


s French Wine. 


The gradual paralysis which has over- 
taken the French wine trade is one of the 
minor tragedies of the war. In the old 
and piping days of peace the wines of 
France sparkled in the glasses of every 
nation. Turkish Pashas and Belfast 
linen merchants vied with one another 


vineyard-owners of the great Republic 
flourished and grew rich. Now the cult 
of the vine has fallen upon evil times. 
Eighty per cent. of the customers who used 
to buy French wine before the war 
have been lost to the trade. Many 
reasons have combined to produce this 


sad result. The United States have 
“gone dry.” South America has ‘ceased 
to import wine from Europe—or, at 
any rate, from France; while, of 


course, neither Russia nor Germany is in 
& position to buy anything at all. The 
French wine trade, therefore, has been 
forced to depend almost éntirely on the 
home market and on its exports to the 
British Isles. Heavy taxation, both in 
France and in Britain, has reduced con- 
sumption to a minimum. Even in Paris 
nowadays a glass of wine is a luxury. 
There is a market of sorts for the cheaper 
qualities; but the better varietiés, and, 
more particularly, the sparkling ‘wines, 
are beyond the reach of the great majority 
of ordinary folk. The French vine cul- 
tivators are in despair. Costs have in- 
creased within the past few years fro 
1,500 to 9,800 francs per hectars. Prices, 
apparently, cannot be reduced any further, 
and the trade is beginning to fear that its 
precious product soon will become a glut on 
the market. It is suggested that an effort 


should be made to capture the markets of 
China and Japan; but Peking has not 
yet been educated up to the insidious 


sweetness of the Gallic grape, and the day 
is far distant when Japanese lovers will 
plight their troth in a glass of Beaune.

In view of this declaration in Berlin yester- 
day by M. Krassin, the Soviet Trade Commis- 
sionary, who, for a long time, had offices in 
London, .the statements of Sir Edward Mackay 
Edgar, Bart., the well-known merchant banker, 
are more than of passing interest.:

DR. HARTZHORNE ARRESTED 


ON LEAVING HOSPITAL. 


Dr. Bernard Hartzhorne was discharged from 
the Royal Free Hospital, London, at midday 
yesterday, and almost immediately he was 
arrested by Detective-Inspector ith and 
Detective-Inspector Helby. 

The doctor was found poisoned at the Hotel 
Russell last week.

He 
walked to the car with the aid of a stick and 
leaning on the arm of an attendant. : 

Dr. Hartzhorne was charged later in the 
afternoon at Clerkenwell, with having at- 
tempted to commit suicide at the Hotel Russell. 
He made no statement and was remanded.

NATION ALISATION 
CONDEMNED. 


That the formation by the Dublin 
Chamber of an Association of Chambers of 
Commerce for Southern Ireland is in pro- 
gress was the important announcement 
made by Mr. William Hewat (Chairman) 
at yesterday's quarterly meeting of the 
first-named body. 


THE RAILWAYS, 


Nationalisation, ‘* Profiteering,’’ 
and Other Factors in Cost of 
Living. 

The Chairman said that their last quarterly 
meeting was in May: since (then they had 
occasion to summon two special| meetings. The 
first, although summoned, could not Fe held, 
as, owing to the bombardment of the Four 
Courts, the whole business of the city was 
suspended, and, unfortunately, hostilities, as 
between the national forces and the irregulars, 
still continued, as they all knew to their cost. 
The second meeting was in connection with the 

strike of al workers. 

The Commission appointed by the Govern 
ment to inquire into the working of the rail- 
ways in Ireland*had a lot of evidence tendered 
to them, and newspapers informed them that 
& majority of the Comuwission recommended 
that railways should be nationalised. It would 
be interesting to learn how, or on what grounds. 
they arrived at any such conclusion—a finding 
which he ventured to think would meet with 
scanty approval throughout the country, how- 
ever popular the recommendation might be 
among railway workers. That the railway rates 
and fares were too high, and must be substan- 
tially reduced, was a claim which the Chamber 
had put forward as being urgently necessary 
That the dislocation of traffic, on account, of 
yarious causes, made a reduction impossible ai 
present, was, he thought, apparent; but that 
nationalisation was a solution for any difficulty 
on the railways, or in connection with anv 
business proposition, was, he was convinced, a 
profound fallacy. 

at the railways wanted was lower working 
costs, better traffics, and security to enable 
them to work out their own salvation, and he 
would anticipate no difficulty. in convincing th- 
managements that lower rates would increase 
traffic, be of great service to the community. 
and put the railways thomselves in a sound con- 
dition to pay reasonable dividends to their 
shareholders; but, as a precedent, they had a 
right to claim normal working conditions. 


THE TRADERS’ ASPECT. 


They had heard a good deal said lately about 
the high cost of living in Dublin, and tha: 
Dublin was not exactly the cheapest place to 
live in seemed to be demonstrated. They were 
told that this was due to “ profiteering” by the 
varidus traders in the city. He would be slov 
to accept this explanation as correct. He 
thought it was safe to say that, given reasonable 
competition in any trade and proper facilities 
the incentive was in the direction of increasing 
turn-over, thereby reducing working costs 
Traders could not hope to increase turmover 
by giving bed value: to get to the root of the 
matter, one would need to probe deeper than 
that, and he thought it would be found that 
everyone was more or less to blame, and that 
Labour hore more than a share of responsibilitr. 

Municipal rates, which were a heavy burden 

and formed a general charge, were to a large 
extent made up of salaries and wages. Other 
public bodies that levied rates—such as the Port 
and Docks Board—were in the same category, 
and cost of transport by railway, road, and sca 
was an important item. 
* If they examined into. the rates of wage« 
being paid to transport workers in Dublin, and 
compared them with the wages béing paid in 
other cities for similar services, they would 
find that the tota! amount of the difference 
which had to be paid by the consumer in 
Dublin would represent quite a respect sble item 
in cost of living on the various commoditic: 
used. 

He was no advocate of low wages, but when 
he found a powerful anion, suck as the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, resisting 
any reductions, ignoring the general fall in 
wages, and standing to maintam a privileced 
position for its members, he was entitled to say 
that those members were up against a fore: 
stronger than they seemed to think-—that : 
public opinion. A real investigation -ef the 
cause of the high cost of living in Dublin woul: 
he felt sure, be generally welcomed, but h 
would again deprecate any unecessary inte'- 
ference by the Government, 

LOSS OF CREDIT. 

In the same connection, but from a differen! 
standpoint, it must be recognised that loss of 
credit was a serious handicap to the purchase 
of commddities on the best terms. A case had 
lately come under tho notice of the Chamocr, 
where Spanish bankers refused to handle bills 
on Ireland, even “or collecting.

DUBLIN’S MILK SUPPLY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn.—In a recent debate in the Dail on the 
cost of living the question of the supply of 
milk in Dublin and the vicinity was discussed 


by more than one speaker. t may help some 
of those interested in the subject to learn what 
it actually costs to produce milk at the present 
time within a radius of, say, six miles of the 
city. 

For many years I have kept a small dairy 
herd for my own supply of milk. The daily milk 
vield of all cows has been recorded, all expendi- 
ture and receipts brought to account, the 
feeding of the animals carefully studied to 
approximate as closely as bas to the 
generally accepted standar< as regards 
digestible food constituents and total dry 
matter—all with a view to an economic 
balancing of expenditure and production. I 
have taken as my standard cow one producing 
600 gallons of milk in the year. I am aware 
that this ie above the average; but it is not 
above what the average ought to be if proper 
care is taken in selection, the result of keeping 
milk records. 

A large number, if not the majority, of 
dairymen supplying Dublin with milk have no 
farms of their own, and have, therefore, to pay 
current market prices for the summer grazing 
of their herds and for the feeding-stu%s 
required ‘for the winter. The annexed etate- 
ment is prepared on the basis of current market 
values, and it indicates that for the year end- 
ing Ist May, 1923, the cost of production of 
sound milk will be 1s. 9d. per gallon, 

The average retail price of milk in Dublin 
for the “period under consideration will 
7id. a quart, or 2s. 6d. a gallon. The profit 
to the dairyman on production at 1s. 9d. is, 
therefore, 9d. a gallon, representing 43 per 
cent. on the cost of production. This may be 
considered by some people as “ profiteering ”; 
but, in view of the laborious nature of the 
business, the risks involved, the wastage in 
delivery, and the liability of bad debts, it is 
questionable whether a gross profit of 43 per 
cent. on the sale of clean, sound milk is exces- 
sive and, therefore, unreasonable.

CENSORSHIP OF “ PICTURES.” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

, Srr,—-I beg to direct attention to the un- 
satisfactory condition of the censorship of the 
pictures shown at our picture-houses. Quite a 
number of censors have been appointed and a 
board, I believe, exists; but, the results are not 
proportionate. to the requirements. Some 
managers use good judgment and discretion in 
the selection of pictures; others are either 
strangely careless or else are guided by the 
belief that money is more easily and quickly to 
be made by appealing to the baser side of 
human nature. This latter class must, in the 
interest of the public, be carefully watched, and 
euch watching is the function of the censor. 
That a bad picture pays on its first exhibition 
seems unfortunately too true; but a really good 
picture (esthetically and morally good) will pay 
on its first production and will continue to pay 
on subsequent repetitions. 

Lately a house in Dublin exhibited a picture 
to which the attention of the censors was 
directed. The censors drew the attention of 
the management to the undesirability of the 
picture, and it was promptly withdrawn. This 
manager is always ga as be guided by the 
censorg,in his selection: his house may not be a 
gold mine, but it earns good profits and the 
money ie clean. A few weeks afterwards the 
same picture, without any modification, was put 
on in another Dublin house, the censors’ ban
